It would be premature to speculate upon the prospects of the ensui 
publishing Ano. but few pele. setenv have it Komn mode, and men 
thing would denote a suspense of arrangements eyen; authors, artists, and 
publishers are difficult to be met with, and no certain information can be 
obtained as to what may be expected. We have little doubt, however, but 
that next month an ee Both note of preparation will be sounded: in 
the meantime our lists merely show sufficient issues of new books and new 
editions to keep up the appearance of activity.

A new illustrated weekly is announced, with a title which, if realized, 
will pay at any price—Everybody’s Journal: its main novelty would seem 
to consist in the promise of an “ Index to the Newspapers.” 

Mr. Weale’s well-known Rudimentary, Educational, and Classical Series 
will in future be published by the Messrs. Lockwood & Co., of Stationere’- 
hall Court. 
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Mr. Joseph Cundall’s new illustrated volume is to be one of Shakspeare’s 
plays, bearing its original title of The most excellent Historie of the Mer 
chant of Venice. Some of the most beautiful woodcuts we have seen illus- 
trate the chief incidents—twenty in number—in addition to which are 
numerous emblematical designs by Harry Rogers. 


Messrs. Routledge & Co. announce a new monthly issue of the best copy- 
right novels in their possession, under the tit.e of their Select Standard 
Novels, te be ceilidiel walbeuly in the best style, with illustrations, the 
first volume to be Sir B. Lytton’s Caxton, for half-a-crown. 


Mr. John Weale has compiled in a comprehensive and distinct form for 
reference, a list, with statistical memoranda, of the various valuable archi- 
tectural and engineering works, and works on military or naval sciences, 
that he has published during the period of thirty-seven years he has been in 
business; the full title of each publication is given, the date and total cost of 
the undertaking, and whether at the cost of publisher or author: a very 
model memorial of a London publisher’s enterprise and industry. It isa 
valuable list in itself, and if, as the compiler suggests, it could be followed 
yy other publishers doing the same, we should have an admirable summary 
of what has been done in this country in respect of art. 


Messrs, Constable & Co. announce a new and cheaper edition of Sir D. 
Brewster’s Memoirs of the Life, Writings, and Discoveries of Sir Isaac New- 
ton; second series of Hore Subsecive ; and a Monograph of Dura Den and 
its remarkable Fossil Fishes, by John Anderson, D, D.; also, by the same 
author, The Course of Revelation. 


Messrs. Hogg & Sons publish a reprint of Mr. Frank B. Goodrich’s Man 
upon the Sea, under the title of The Sea and its Famous Sailors, following 
up their series of Books for the Young; also announce Pictures of Heroes 
and Lessons from their Lives,—both with illustrations.

Mr. Madden, of Leadenhall Street, announces An Appeal on behalf of 
80,000,000 of the Human Family, by Antonius Ameuney, of Syria. The au- 
thor, a native of Syria, educated at King’s College, London, is aiming at the 
establishment of an Arabic newspaper in this country, to be circulated gra- 
tuitously in every country where Arabic is spoken. 


King Victor Emmanuel, under a decree of August 8th, has nominated 
the celebrated poet, Alexandre Manzoni, President de [' Institut, with an an- 
nual pension of 12,000 fr., as a mark of national recompense. 


From France we learn that the Minister of the Interior has issued for the 
guidance of the Preféts a resumé, in chronological order, of the instructions 
which from time to time have accompanied the Conventions, having for their 
object the protection of property in works of thought and art. These in- 
structions are followed by a detailed analysis of the twenty-eighth Conven- 
tions concluded between France and the principal states of Europe. From 
this we gather the following:—That from the 28th of August, 1843, to Octo- 
ber 30, 1858, France has concluded with twenty-five European Powers twen- 
ty-eight Conventions, having for their objec: reciprocal protection in intel- 
lectual es ager 

Eighteen of these Conventions are at once literary and artistic, that is to 
say, they apply to all the manifestations of thought realized in literature, in 
engraving, design, painting, ete. These are the Conventions which have 
been concluded with the Sardinian States, Portugal, Hanover, England, 
Brunswick, Belgium, the Electorate of Hesse-Cassel, the Grand Duchy of 
Saxe Weimar-Eisenach, the Grand Duchy of Oldenbourg, Spain, the Prin- 
cipalities of Schwarzbourg-Sondershausen and of Schwarzbourg-Rudolstadt, 
the Grand Duchy of Baden, the free City of Hamburgh, the Kingdom of Sax- 
ony, the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, and the Canton of Geneva. To these 
States may be added Tuscany, where, in virtue of a special clause inserted 
in a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation, the piracy of literary and artistic 
works is interdicted. 

The seven other Conventions, which have ouly literary works for their 
object, are those which have been concluded with the Grand Duchy of 
Hesse-Darmstadt, the Landgraviate of Hesse-Hombourg, the two Principal- 
ities of Reuss, the Dychy ot Nassau, the Principality of Waldeck, and the 
Pays-Bas. 

The guarantees assured to the original work extend to the translation, 
but with certain limits and under certain conditions to be observed, in the 
ten following States, viz. Sardinia, Portugal, England, Belgium, Spain, Grand 
Duchy of Baden, Pays-Bas, Hamburg, Kingdom of Saxony, and Geneva. 
The treaties with the following countries do not guarantee the right of trans- 
lation, viz. Hanover, Brunswick, Hesse-Darmstadt, Hesse Hombourg, Tus- 
eany, Reuss, Duchy of Nassau, Hesse-Cassel, Saxe Weimar-Eisenach, Olden- 
hourg, Schwarzbourg-Sondershausen, and Schwarzbourg-Rudolstadt, Wal- 

eck, and Luxembourg. 


The indefatigable Mr. John Timbs has in the press a volume of Narratives 
of Inventors and Discoverers in Science and the Useful Arts, to be illustrated 


with engravings. 





The Bibliographie de la France remarks :—‘‘ The happy effects of the new 
organization of the direction of printing, bookselling, copyright, the press, 
and co/portage, is already being felt. M. le Due de Padoue, who in this re- 
organization has given an important place to the question of literary pro- 
perty, has just addressed to MM. les Preféts a remarkable instruction on the 
actual position of our international right in that which concerns literary and 
artistic property. This initiative, taken with so much propriety by the Min- 
ister of the Interior, evidences the interest he feels in these great questions, 
and leads us to hope that they will soon be reconsidered, in order to arrive 
at a revision, so necessary, of the law of literary and artistic property. M. le 
Vicomte de la Guéronniére, who presided at these new dispositions, will 
certainly not leave his high mission unachieved.” 

Messrs. Routledge and Co. will shortly re-issue the 8vo. editions of the 
Dramatists, published by the late Mr. Moxon, which series they have recent- 
ly ene raed | 

The Rev. Henry Christmas, as editor of the Liferary Gazette, has autho- 
rised the contradiction of the statement that the Literary Gazette was about 
to be merged into another literary paper. 

The Welcome Guest is about to appear uniform with All the Year Round ; 
it has been for some time taking a position among the weeklies, and at*a 
higher price will be likely to preve pecuniarily successful. Mr, Sala resumes 
his tale of Make Your Game in it, and Mr. Brough undertakes the editor- 
ship. 

Mr. Moy Thomas is editing a new edition of the Complete Works of Lady 
Wortley Montagu, which will shortly be published by Mr. Bohn, A new 
Christmas book from the pen of the same gentleman is also announced under 
the happy title of When the Snow Falls, comprising, we believe, some of the 
very best tales that appeared anonymously in Household Words.
